VITAL  AND  MORTAL  STATISTICS. 

BIRTHS. 

According  to  the  returns  furnished  by  the  Registrar  (Mr.  G.  S. 
Sheffield)  the  number  of  births  registered  in  the  Beverley  Urban  Sanitary 
District  during  the  twelve  months  ending  31st  December,  1896,  was 
428:  225  males  and  203  females,  giving  a birth  rate  of  32-6  per  1,000  per 
annum.  The  number  of  births  registered  during  the  previous  year  was 
398,  showing  a birth  rate  of  30’6  per  1,000.  The  increase  of  births  over 
deaths,  representing  the  natural  increase  of  the  population,  was  179,  as 
against  130  during  1895. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  same  period  was  249, 
228  in  the  Borough  and  21  in  the  Workhouse,  as  against  a total  of  268 
in  the  previous  twelve  months,  and  an  average  of  243  for  the  past  23 
years. 

The  annual  death  rate  from  all  causes  for  the  year  under  notice  was 
18‘9  per  1,000  of  a population  of  13,120  of  all  ages,  the  official  estimated 
population  to  the  month  of  April,  1896,  residing  in  3,189  houses,  this  being 
4'1  persons  to  each  inhabited  house. 

The  average  density  of  population  for  1896  is  estimated  at  109 
persons  per  acre.  The  density  of  population  of  the  33  largest  towns  in 
England  ranges  from  8'3  in  Huddersfield  to  97'3  persons  per  acre  in 
Liverpool. 

The  average  death  rate  for  the  Borough  for  the  past  23  years  was 
20,5  per  1,000  per  annum,  taken  on  an  average  population  of  11,850. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  infantile  mortality,  measured  by  the  proportion  of  deaths  under 
one  year  of  age  to  births  registered,  was  156  per  1,000.  During  the 
preceding  year  the  proportion  of  deaths  to  registered  births  was  211  per 
1,000.  This  shows  a considerable  reduction  in  the  infantile  mortality, 
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]>ut  it  is  still  too  high  for  a town  like  Beverley,  where  pure  milk  should 
he  so  easily  obtained.  a The  average  mortality  of  infants  from  all  causes 
in  England  and  Wales  is  about  .140  per  1,000. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  during  the  year  under  one  year  of 
age.  was  07,  as  against  84  during  1806.

The  infantile  mortality  has  diminished  20  per  cent,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year,  chiefly  owing  to  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  Atrophy,  and  Convulsions,  these  diseases  being 
chiefly  due  to  improper  feeding.  The  question  of  infant  mortality  is 
closely  connected  with  infant  feeding,  as  it  has  been  shown  that  this 
mortality  is  considerably  less  in  countries  where  the  Mothers  feed  their 
oilspring  at  the  breast,  and,  during  the  siege  of  Paris,  when  the  general 
mortality  of  the  inhabitants  was  more  than  doubled,  that  of  infants  fell 
40  per  cent.,  simply  from  the  fact  that  the  Mothers  were  compelled  from 
loice  ot  circumstances  to  suckle  their  children,  and  the  same  thing  was 
obseived  in  England  during  the  Lancashire  Cotton  Famine. 

But  as  many  Mothers  are  constitutionally  unable  to  suckle  their 
children,  it  ought,  at  least,  to  he  the  duty  of  a Sanitary  Authority  to  see 
that- a- -pure-- supply  of  cows’ -milk  is  readily.,  avail  able  and  that  their 
dwelling  houses  are  in  a lit  state  for  human  habitation. 
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The  following  Table  gives  the  population,  number  of  deaths  in  the 
Borough  and  Workhouse,  and  annual  death  rate  with  corresponding 
Zymotic  rate  for  the  years  1871  to  1896  inclusive:

The  mortality  for  the  year  was  below  the  average,  that  of  children 
under  5 and  persons  over  65  years  of  age  forming  62  per  cent,  of  the 
total.  The  mortality  from  Respiratory  diseases  was  below,  whilst  that  of 
Consumption  was  above  the  average. 

The  most  prevailing  Zymotic  disease  of  the  year  was  Whooping 
Cough,  and  Measles  came  nest,  but  nothing  like  a severe  epidemic 
of  these  diseases  prevailed.  Scarlet  Fever,  which  we  have  always  with 
us,  and  Diphtheria  and  Croup  were  slightly  more  prevalent  than  usual; 
but  the  most  gratifying  feature  of  the  year  was  the  very  much  diminished 
mortality  from  Enteric  Fever,  only  one  death  being  due  to  it.  Although 
12  cases  were  notified,  4 only  were  of  a serious  character,  and  of  these  2 
were  imported. 

During  the  last  two  years,  four  persons  who  suffered  from  this 
disease  have  dated  their  attack  from  the  August  Bank  Holiday  and  have 
attributed  it  to  various  causes,  such  as  eating  oysters,  bad  smell,  &c.,  &c., 
and  in  these  four  cases  the  disease  has  been  of  a severe  nature,  which  has 
not  been  usually  the  case  in  those  notified  in  the  Borough. 

A severe  epidemic  of  accidents  occurred  during  the  latter  half  of  the 
year  in  Beverley  and  the  neighbourhood ; no  less  than  23  cases  being 
admitted  into  the  Cottage  Hospital,  most  of  them  being  fractures. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL  DISEASES. 

Consumption  caused  21  deaths,  as  against  20  in  1895  ; the  death  rate 
in  1896  being  1-6  per  1,000  per  annum.

During  1895  there  were  13  deaths  due  to  this  disease. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  SYSTEM. 

These  diseases  caused  38  deaths,  as  against  37  in  1895,  30  in  1894, 
and  58  in  1893.  Of  the  38  deaths  24  were  due  to  Bronchitis,  and  12  to 
Pneumonia.  The  death  rate  was  2-8  per  1,000. 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 

Seven  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  persons  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  Public  Baths  in  Ladygate  during  the  year. 


INQUESTS. 

The  number  of  deaths  which  formed  the  subject  of  a Coroner’s  inquiry 
was  14,  as  compared  with  the  same  number  in  1895. 


ILL  DEFINED  AND  NOT  SPECIFIED  CAUSES. 

Twelve  deaths  are  classified  under  this  heading,  as  against  20  in  the 

previous  year. 
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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACT,  1890. 

During  the  year  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  inspected  39  houses 
that  were  notified  to  him  to  be  in  an  insanitary  condition.  These  houses 
were  situated  in  the  following  localities,  viz : Walker’s  Yard  16, 
Dog  it  Duck  Lane  4,  Jockey  Row  6,  and  Duncum’s  Yard  13,  and  all 
were  reported  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  be  unfit  for  human  habitation, 
and  your  Sanitary  Committee  passed  a resolution  which  was 
subsequently  approved  of  by  the  Council,  that  these  houses  should 
either  be  closed  or  such  structural  alterations  made  as  to  fit  them  for 
habitation. 

Pursuant  to  that  Resolution  two  summonses  were  issued  in  respect 
of  houses  in  Walker’s  Yard,  which  were  taken  as  test  cases,  and  these 
summonses  were  heard  by  the  Magistrates  in  September  last,  when 
Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  each  house,  and  in  consequence 
of  these  convictions  the  remainder  of  the  houses  in  the  Yard  were  closed, 
for  the  purposes  of  human  habitation.  Summonses  were  also  issued  in 
November  last  in  respect  of  twro  houses  in  Jockey  Row,  and  in  one  case 
the  owner  consented  to  an  Order  being  made,  the  other  case  being  ad- 
journed to  allow'  of  his  making  the  necessary  alterations  in  the  premises 
to  make  them  fit  for  human  habitation.  No  proceedings  were  taken 
against  the  owners  of  the  property  in  Duncum’s  Yard,  as  they  stated 
they  were  prepared  to  do  what  the  Borough  Surveyor  required,  and 
alterations  have  been  made  in  some  of  the  houses  accordingly.  It  is 
important  that  the  Sanitary  Authority  should  not  neglect  their  duties 
under  this  Act,  in  order  to  secure  for  the  poorer  classes  proper  dwellings 
in  which  to  live,  thereby  increasing  their  comfort  and  lowering  the 
death  rate.

The  Zymotic  death  rate  for  the  year,  exclusive  of  diarrhoea,  was  1’2 
per  1,000. 
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The  following  Table  gives  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  diseases  for  the  years  1874  to  1896  inclusive: — 
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FEVER. 

This  term  includes  the  three  forms — Typhus,  Typhoid,  and  Simple 
Continued  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  12 — all  Typhoid — 
one  of  which  died,  giving  a mortality  of  8-3  per  cent,  on  the  cases  reported. 

These  cases  occurred  in  12  households,  in  none  of  which  were  there 
multiple  cases. 

Of  the  12  cases,  4 were  imported,  2 being  of  a serious  character ; 2 
of  the  remaining  8 were  also  of  a severe  nature,  1 proving  fatal ; the 
remaining  6 were  of  a mild  type. 

All  the  houses  were  tested  by  the  smoke  test,  in  4 of  them  the 
drainage  was  defective  (see  appendix).  One  of  the  fatal  cases  occurred  in 
one  of  these  four  houses. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  22,  one  only  proving 
fatal.  We  are  fast  approaching  the  time  when  another  epidemic  of  this 
disease  may  be  expected,  and  when  it  comes  it  will  find  us  as  unprepared 
to  deal  with  it,  so  far  as  isolation  is  concerned,  as  we  have  been  in  the 
past. 


MEASLES. 

There  was  a considerable  number  of  cases  in  the  town  during  the 
year,  but  only  2 deaths  were  registered  as  being  due  to  it,  as  against  3 in 
the  previous  year  and  8 during  1894. 


WHOOPING  COUGH. 

A large  number  of  children  suffered  from  this  disease  during  the 
year  ; 6 of  whom  died. 

Outbreaks  of  this  disease  occur  every  2 or  3 years,  and  it  is  a well 
recognised  fact  that  there  is  an  intimate  association  between  epidemics  of 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  and  it  is  very  widely  believed  that  the 
existence  of  the  first  disease  predisposes  to  the  later  development  of  the 

second. 
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DIPHTHERIA  AND  CROUP. 

Fourteen  cases  of  the  above  diseases  were  notified  during  the  year ; 
7 of  which  proved  fatal. 


The  following  Table  gives  a list  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  Croup, 
at  different  ages,  for  the  last  17  years  : — 


The  number  of  deaths  registered  under  the  above  heading  for  the  last 
17  years  was  55 ; all  hut  two  of  which  occurred  under  8 years  of  age. 
No  child  died  from  this  disease  over  11  years,  and  no  adult  at  any  age. 
The  great  majority  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  Membranous  Croup,  the 
moi'tality  from  which  in  Beverley  is  cent,  per  cent. 
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INFLUENZA. 


Table  showing  number  of  deaths  at  different  ages  since  its  first 
appearance  in  the  town  in  1890  : — 


Although  a considerable  number  of  cases  occurred  during  the  year, 
there  was  nothing  like  the  extensive  outbreak  of  the  former  year,  and  only 
2 deaths  resulted  from  it. 

This  disease  is  very  infectious  and  spreads  with  great  x'apidity, 
especially  where  large  bodies  of  working  people  are  brought  together  in 
their  different  trades,  &c.,  &c.  Owing  to  its  short  period  of  incubation  and 
consequent  sudden  onset  of  attack,  no  very  efficient  means  can  be  taken 
to  prevent  its  spread,  and  previous  attacks  only  render  individuals  more 
liable  to  others.  The  disease  is  most  infectious  at  its  onset  but  may  remain 
so  for  eight  or  ten  days  longer. 
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SUMMER  OR  SEASONAL  DIARRHCEA. 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  from  Diarrhoea  was  12,  as 
compared  with  22  in  1895,  29  in  1893,  13  in  1889,  10  in  1887,  22  in  1884, 
and  12  in  1880. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  accompanying  Table,  all  the  infants  were 
hand-fed  with  the  exception  of  one. 

This  Table  shews  the  number  of  deaths  from  Seasonal  or  Summer 
Diarrhoea  during  1896,  with  age,  month  when  death  occurred,  milk 
supply,  and  whether  breast  or  hand-fed.

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SANITATION. 

Every  house  in  which  infectious  disease  is  notified  is  visited,  but  there 
is  no  systematic  inspection  of  the  district  as  required  under  Sect.  92  of 
the  Public  Health  Act. 

Under  this  heading  I desire  to  point  out  to  your  Committee  that 
the  drainage  of  a large  number  of  the  houses  in  the  Borough  is  defective, 
owing  to  want  of  proper  trapping.  The  drains  of  these  houses  are 
trapped  by  the  old  brick  catchpits,  which  are  utterly  valueless  as  traps, 
and  only  serve  for  the  collection  of  decaying  filth,  the  production  of  foul 
smells,  and  the  dissemination  of  disease.  These  catchpits  ought  to  be 
abolished,  and  replaced  by  sanitary  gullies. 

The  slaughter-houses  are  systematically  visited,  and  so  are  the 
lodging-houses. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  markets  have  been  regularly  inspected,  but  no  meat,  fish,  fruit, 
or  vegetables  have  been  condemned  during  the  year  as  unfit  for  food. 
Samples  should  be  periodically  taken  under  this  Act  and  submitted  for 
analysis. 

FLUSHING,  AND  DISTRIBUTION  OF  DISINFECTANTS. 

Disinfectants  are  freely  and  gratuitously  distributed  to  all  who 
require  them,  and,  when  necessary,  house  drains  are  flushed  daily  with 
disinfectants,  especially  in  households  attacked  with  Enteric  Fever. 


COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

At  present  there  are  four  registered  houses  in  the  Borough, 
affording  accommodation  for  160  lodgers.  The  cubical  space  allowed 
for  each  individual  is  three  hundred  cubic  feet.  Two  of  the  houses  have 
been  recently  built  and  are  well  adapted  for  the  purposes  they  serve. 
The  other  two  are  old,  the  rooms  small,  ill-ventilated,  and  badly  lighted, 
rendering  them  unsuitable  for  the  purpose  of  lodging  houses. 

These  houses  are  regularly  and  carefully  inspected  by  Superintendent 
Knight,  and  there  was  no  overcrowding  or  case  of  infectious  disease  in 
any  of  them  during  the  year.

FEVER. 
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COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES.  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  following  Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops 
Order  of  1885,  were  adopted  by  the  Council  on  the  8th  day  of  June,  1896, 
and  came  into  force  on  the  1st  August : — 

Commencement  oj  the  Regulations . 

1.  The  follow  ing  Regulations  shall  come  into  force  on  the  1st  day  of  August, 

1896. 

Interpretation. 

2.  In  these  Regulations  the  term  “ Council  ” means  the  Mayor,  Aldermen, 
and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Beverley  acting  by  the  Council. 

For  the  Inspection  of  Cattle  in  Dairies. 

3.  When  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  Inspector  of  Nuisances  of  the 
Council  or  any  Officer  of  the  Council  specially  authorized  by  them  in  that  behalf 
has  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  Cattle  been  admitted  to  any  Dairy,  the  occupier  of 
such  Dairy  and  any  person  having  charge  of  any  Cattle  therein  shall  not  neglect  or 
refuse  when  required  by  such  Officer  to  render  such  reasonable  assistance  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  inspection  of  Cattle  in  the  Dairy. 

For  prescribing  and  regulating  the  Lighting,  Ventilation,  Cleansing,  Drainage,  and 
Water-supply  of  Dairies  and  Cow-sheds  in  the  occupation  of  persons  following 
the  trade  of  Cow-keepers  or  Dairymen. 

4.  A person  following  the  trade  of  a Cow-keeper. or  Dairyman  shall  comply 
with  the  following  Regulations,  that  is  to  say  : — 

LIGHTING. 

He  shall  cause  every  Dairy  and  Cow'-shed  in  his  occupation  to  be 
adequately  lighted  by  windows  or  openings  in  the  roof  or  walls  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  secure  the  passage  of  light  into  every  part  of  the  interior  of 
such  Dairy  and  Cow-shed. 


VENTILATION. 

He  shall  cause  every  Dairy  andCow-shedin  his  occupation  to  be  provided 
with  adequate  means  of  ventilation,  and  to  be  properly  ventilated  at  all  times 
when  such  Dairy  or  Cow-shed  is  in  use. 

CLEANSING. 

He  shall  cause  the  interior  of  every  Dairy  and  Cow'-shed  in  his 
occupation  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  occasion 
may  require. 
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DRAINAGE. 

He  shall  cause  every  Dairy  and  Cow-shed  in  his  occupation  to  be 
effectually  drained  in  such  a manner  as  not  to  allow  of  direct  communication 
by  means  of  any  drain  between  the  interior  of  such  Dairy  and  Cow-shed,  and 
any  sewer  or  cesspool  into  which  such  drain  may  empty. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

He  shall  cause  every  Dairy  and  Cow-shed  in  his  occupation  to  be 
furnished  with  a supply  of  pure  water  adequate  for  all  purposes. 

For  securing  the  cleanliness  of  Milk  stores,  Milk  shops,  and  of  Milk  vessels  used  for 
containing  Milk  for  sale  by  such  persons. 

5.  A person  following  the  trade  of  Cowkeeper,  Dairyman  or  Purveyor  of  Milk 
shall  cause  every  Milk-store  or  Milk-shop  in  his  occupation  to  be  kept  at  all  times  in 
a cleanly  and  proper  state. 

6.  He  shall  cause  the  ceiling  and  the  interior  of  the  walls  of  every  such  Milk- 
store  or  Milk-shop  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  in  the  months  of  April  and  October  in 
every  year  ; and  he  shall  cause  the  floor  of  every  such  Milk-store  or  Milk-shop  to  be 
thoroughly  washed  at  the  termination  of  every  day  during  which  it  may  have  been  in 
use. 

7.  Such  person  shall  not  cause  or  suffer  any  solid  animal  or  vegetable  matter 
or  thing,  or  any  liquid  other  than  milk,  to  be  at  any  time  deposited  or  kept  in  any 
Milk-vessel  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for  containing  milk  for  sale.  He  shall  cause 
every  such  vessel  to  be  from  time  to  time  thoroughly  cleansed  with  hot  water  or 
steam,  so  that  the  same  may  be  at  all  times  clean  and  fit  for  use 

For  prescribing  precautions  to  be  taken  by  Purveyors  oj  Milk  and  Persons  selling  Milk  by 
Retail  against  Infection  or  Contamination. 

8.  A Purveyor  of  Milk  or  a person  selling  milk  by  retail  shall  not  cause  or 
suffer  any  milk  intended  for  sale  to  be  stored  or  kept  in  any  room  or  place  in  which, 
or  in  any  room  or  place  that  may  directly  communicate  with  a room  or  place  in  which 
any  person  may  be  suffering  from  any  infectious  disease. 

9.  He  shall  not  knowingly  cause  or  suffer  any  milk  intended  for  sale  to  be  in 
any  other  way  exposed  to  any  risk  of  infection  or  contamination. 

Penalties. 

10.  Every  person  who  shall  offend  against  any  of  the  foregoing  Regulations 
shall  be  liable  for  every  such  offence  to  a penalty  of  FI\  E POUNDS,  and  in  case  of 
a continuing  offence  to  a further  penalty  of  FORTY  SHILLINGS  for  each  day  after 
written  notice  of  the  offence  from  the  Council. 

Provided  nevertheless  that  the  Justices  or  Court  before  whom  any  complaint 
may  be  made  or  any  proceedings  may  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  such  offence  may  if 
they  think  fit  adjudge  the  payment  as  a penalty  of  any  sum  less  than  the  full  amount 
of  the  penalty  imposed  by  this  Regulation. 
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RECAPITULATION  OF  THE  REPORT  OF  THE  ROYAL 
COMMISSION  ON  TUBERCULOSIS,  1895. 

To  recapitulate  the  information  we  have  obtained  from  the  witnesses 
who  favoured  us  with  their  experience,  and  from  the  researches  of  our 
three  enquirers,  together  with  our  own  conclusions  : — 

We  have  obtained  ample  evidence  that  food  derived  from  tuber- 
culous animals  can  produce  tuberculosis  in  healthy  animals,  The  pro- 
portion of  animals  contracting  tuberculosis  after  experimental  use  of 
such  food,  is  different  in  one  and  another  class  of  animals ; both  carnivora 
and  herbivora  are  susceptible,  and  the  proportion  is  high  in  pigs.  In 
the  absence  of  direct  experiments  on  human  subjects,  we  infer  that  man 
also  can  acquire  tuberculosis  by  feeding  upon  materials  derived  from 
tuberculous  food-animals. 

The  actual  amount  of  tuberculous  disease  among  certain  classes  of 
food-animals  is  so  large  as  to  afford  to  man  frequent  occasions  for  con- 
tracting tuberculous  disease  through  his  food.  As  to  the  proportion  of 
tuberculosis  acquired  by  man  through  his  food  or  through  other  means, 
we  can  form  no  definite  opinion,  but  we  think  it  probable  that  an 
appreciable  part  of  the  tuberculosis  that  affects  man  is  obtained  through 
his  food. 

The  circumstances  and  conditions  with  regard  to  the  tuberculosis  in 
the  food  - animal  which  lead  to  the  production  of  tuberculosis  in 
man  are,  ultimately,  the  presence  of  active  tuberculous  matter  in  the 
food  taken  from  the  animal  and  consumed  by  the  man  in  a raw  or 
insufficiently  cooked  state. 

Tuberculous  disease  is  observed  most  frequently  in  cattle  and  in 
swine.  It  is  found  far  more  frequently  in  cattle  (full  grown)  than  in 
calves,  and  with  much  greater  frequency  in  cows  kept  in  town  cow- 
houses than  in  cattle  bred  for  the  express  purpose  of  slaughter.  Tuber- 
culous matter  is  but  seldom  found  in  the  meat  substance  of  the  carcase 
it  is  principally  found  in  the  organs,  membranes  and  glands.  There 
is  reason  to  believe  that  tuberculous  matter,  when  present  in  meat  sold 
to  the  public,  is  more  commonly  due  to  the  contamination  of  the  surface 
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of  the  meat  with  material  derived  from  other  diseased  parts,  than  to 
disease  of  the  meat  itself.  The  same  matter  is  found  in  the  milk  of 
cows  when  the  udder  has  become  invaded  by  tuberculous  disease,  and 
seldom  or  never  when  the  udder  is  not  diseased.  Tuberculous  matter  in 
milk  is  exceptionally  active  in  its  operation  upon  animals  fed  either  with 
the  milk  or  with  the  dairy  produce  derived  from  it.  No  doubt  the 
largest  part  of  the  tuberculosis  which  man  obtains  through  his  food  is 
by  means  of  milk  containing  tuberculous  matter. 

The  recognition  of  tuberculous  disease  during  the  life  of  an  animal 
is  not  wholly  unattended  with  difficulty.  Happily,  however,  it  can,  in 
most  cases,  be  detected  with  certainty  in  the  udders  of  milch  cows. 

Provided  every  part  that  is  the  seat  of  tuberculous  matter  be 
avoided  and  destroyed,  and  provided  care  be  taken  to  save  from  con- 
tamination by  such  matter  the  actual  meat  substance  of  a tuberculous 
animal,  a great  deal  of  meat  from  animals  affected  by  tuberculosis  may 
be  eaten  without  risk  to  the  consumer. 

Ordinary  processes  of  cooking  applied  to  meat  which  has  got  con- 
taminated on  its  surface  are  probably  sufficient  to  destroy  the  harmful 
quality.  They  would  not  avail  to  render  wholesome  any  piece  of  meat 
that  contained  tuberculous  matter  in  its  deeper  parts.  In  regard  to  milk 
we  are  aware  of  the  preference  by  English  people  for  drinking  cows’ 
milk  raw,  a practice  attended  by  danger,  on  account  of  possible  con- 
tamination by  pathogenic  organisms.  The  boiling  of  milk,  even  for  a 
moment,  would  probably  be  sufficient  to  remove  the  very  dangerous 
quality  of  tuberculous  milk. 
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INSPECTOR  OF  NUISANCES’  REPORT. 

REMOVAL  OF  NIGHT  SOIL. 

The  Inspector  of  Nuisance  reports  that  a marked  improvement  has 
taken  place  in  the  removal  of  the  Night  Soil  during  the  year,  and  that 
only  one  or  two  complaints  have  been  received  by  him  in  respect  of 
irregularity  on  the  part  of  the  Contractors. 

NUISANCE  IN  NEW  WALK. 

The  nuisance  referred  to  in  the  Committee’s  Report  of  March  1896, 
has  been  removed,  and  a new  sewer  has  been  laid  down  in  the  rear  of 
the  properties,  with  which  all  the  drains  in  the  neighbourhood  have  been 
connected. 


DAIRIES,  COW  SHEDS,  AND  MILK  SHOPS. 

The  Inspector  has  been  engaged  examining  the  Cow  Sheds  and 
Dairies  in  the  Borough,  and  he  will  present  a complete  Register  at  the 
Committee’s  meeting  on  February  1st.
